side fifty niombers of a compuay of 
Iowa volameors, who bad hurried; to 
the rescue.

Jesse Jame*. with a congenial spirit 
named George Shepherd, fiod to Texas, 
while Frank followed the fortunes'of 
Quantrcl! into Kentucky, where he es¬ 
caped by the merest accident from (re¬ 
tag In the fight when Quantrell was 
mortally wounded and his band exter- 
tflt, minatcd. 

Comparatively little is known of (he 
Jameses, except a personal adventure 
or-two, from this time until 1868. In 
that year they begnn the life which 
made them famous as bnak and train \ 
robbers. Early In the spring Jesse 
James, accompanied by ,, Cole'' Young- j 
cr. "Al" and George Shepherd and ' 

'•Jim" White, dashed into Russellville. 

Ky.. and robbed the bank of 111.000. 1 
Part of the party entered the bank, I 
whllo the others remained outside and 
began a fusillade up and down the 
atreot to prevent the approach ef help. 

Accomplishing their object, the robbers 
rode away, and, though vigorously pur¬ 
sued, escaped. 

One of their most daring atrocities 
was committed at Kansas City In the 
autumn of 1872. The County Agricul¬ 
tural Fair was going on. when three 
men were seen to rido up to the gate of 
the grounds. They were well mounted 
and wore long linen dusters and wlde- 
brlmmed hats.
